| INSURANCE LAW. 

The United States Circuit Court has set- 
tled certain points of insuranee law which 
have sorely perplexed a large portion of the 
Chicago public ever since the great fire. 
Near]; all the Insurance Companies of this 


| city had large amounts of their capital 


loaned out on mortgages, and in many cases 
to persons who were steckholders aad Di- 
rectors. One question was, whether the 
holder of a policy for fire insurance, who had 
sustained a loss, could offset the amount of 
that policy against a debt due by him to the 
Company. Another question was, whether 
the purcliase of a claim for insurance, after 
the bankruptcy of the Company was notori- 
ous, would invalidate it as an offset. An- 
other question, whether stock subscriptions 
could be offset by olaims for insurance, in 
the hauds ot the insured, or when purchased 
by him, | | 

Judge Drummond has settled all these 
questions. John B. Drake borrowed $75,000 of 
the Merchants’ Insurance Company. The 
losses of the Company in October, 171, ren- 
dered it insolvent. Drake held policies of 
insutance in that Company for a large 
amount, and claimed to ofiset the same 
against the debt he owed the Company and 
which is not yet due. The Court sustained 
the claim. 

In the case of Hitcheock against the same 
Company, the plaintiff and his two partners 
held a policy of insurance on which they 
sustained a losdfand the plaintif) was in- 


that the partnership policy could not be set 
off against the debt due to the Company by 
one of the partners. In this same case, the 
Court decided that, if a person 
knew, or had reason to believe, the Hu- 
surance Company was insolvent. he could not 
purchase a claim heid by another person for 
loss by fire, and us it as au offset; to allow 
this would be to give preference in favor of 
one creditor over others standing in the 
same relation to the Company. The Court, 


| however, held that, where the claim was pur- 


chased in good faith. in the usual course of 
business, and with no knowledge of the in- 
solvency of the Cempany, it might be done 
at any time prior te filing of the petition in 
bankruptcy. 

In the case of Scammon against the as- 
signee of the Mutual Security Insurance 
Company, it appeared that Scammon was a 
large stockholder, having paid for his stock 
with a small sum of money, and the rest in 
his notes. At the time of the fire, he had 
policies issued by the Company. He claimed 
the right to oftget his policies against these 
notes. The Conrt held that the notes given 
for the stock were part of the capital, and 
were 4 trust fund to meet the liabiiities of 
the Company, and were for the benetit of the 
creditors generally of the Company ; and that 
the plaintiff could not offset his claim for 
loss against such notes, | 

These decisions cover a large number of 
cases ; but there are several others, embrac- 
ing points not quite settled by these, which 
are yet to be determined. It will be scon 


| that an insurer who borrows from the In- 


surance Company an amount equalte the 
value insured, is admirably protected, not 
only against loss by fire, but also against
